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WATCH provides catalyst for Lake Master Plan 


‘We are hoping that this will 
be the catalyst to start a Lake 
Charlevoix management plan,’’ said 
Howard Neilson, the president of 
Water and Air Team for Charlevoix 
(W.A.T.C.H.), as he opened an 
informational meeting that the 
organization hosted Monday night 
on the Star of Charlevoix. 

The cruise around the lake was to 
provide an evening of information to 
the local governing agencies that 


border on the lake and to provide an 
impetus to those concerned to get a 
master plan started. 

Neilson continued that the 
meeting, which was attended by 166 
officials out of the 200 invited, was 
the first that he knew of in the area 
to get a master planning program 
started. He also said that the 
program was the only one that he 
knew of in the entire state. 

Neilson was suggesting to the 


audience that he hoped they were 
going to be able to cope with 
economic growth of the area along 
with growing environmental con- 
cerns that affect the lake and the 
surrounding area. 

A master plan for the lake has 
been suggested many times in the 
Past, but most of the townships and 
the municipal governing bodies 
have not been able to get together to 
work out a comprehensive plan. 


This meeting was sponsored by 
W.A.T.C.H. and the Tip of the Mitt 
Watershed Council. 

The first speaker for the evening, 
Jim Bricker, who is a science advisor 
for the Tip of the Mitt, told why the 
lake is so special and deserved to be 
saved. 

Bricker said that the lake is the 
third largest inland lake in Michi- 
gan and has many outstanding 
attributes. It has very clean water, is

Bowman only subject of recall 
because of technicalities 


Two Boyne City school board 
members are facing criticism from a 
group of residents because the two 
are having their children taught at 
home. The group, led by parent 
Ruth Jackson, plans to submit a 
petition asking for the recall of 
member Phi] Bowman. The other 
member, Larry Monshor, has not 
yet served six months on the board 


and so is not eligible for recall at this 
time. 

Jackson stated the group's objec- 
tions at the September 25 special 
school board meeting. Although the 
official wording of the petition was 
not ready by press time, the group's 
complaint is that the two men didn't 
belong on the board if they didn’t 
want their children in the public

problems of keeping the lake pristine. 


school. Jackson also took note of the 
strong religious beliefs held by both 
families, questioning whether the 
men would vote their religious 
beliefs or educational merits. 

Lance Johnson, who also spoke at 
the school board meeting, told the 
Press later, ‘‘I think they have the 
right to do with their children as 
they see fit, however, in their 
capacity to represent my children 
and my tax dollars, I believe we 
should have someone who has cur- 
rently, or has in the past sent their 
children to Boyne School."’ 

He added, '‘Seems like pulling 
your children out of the public 
school is kind of a deliberate slap in 
the face to capable teachers." 

A statement prepared by Bowman 
and Monshor and circulated at the 
meeting said that while Jesus Christ 
was the first priority in their lives, 
their service on the school board was 
based on the desire ‘'to do right to 
help our community." 

The statement noted that they 
wished to work with the board 
toward a ‘‘common goal."' 

In an interview with The Press a 
week later, Bowman and Monshor 
corrected the mistatement that they 
had pulled all their children from 
public school. Actually only Matt 
Bowman had been at the Boyne City 
elementary school. Two of the 
Monshor children had been in a 
private school. The third was taught 
at home last year. The fourth is 
below school age. 

It had been after months of 
reading on the subject of home 
education, Diane Bowman said, that 
she and her husband had decided to 
teach Matt at home. 

Mrs. Bowman, who was an 
elementary school teacher for five 
years, said she had become interes- 
ted in the rapid progress of students 
taught at home. But the Bowmans’ 
actual decision was based on the 


advantage of teaching religious 
values at the same time. 
Larry and Linda Monshor, 


although they attend a different 


church, had been reviewing the 
same questions. By July, both fam- 
ilies presented their decisions to 
superintendent Rich Kelly. 

Monshor emphasized, ‘‘We only 
raise our children once.’’ He 
admitted that he thought teaching 
One-on-one, or as in his case, three- 
on-one, has ‘‘advantages we can 
pursue under the laws of the state,”’ 
but, he said, ‘‘we are not slapping 
down the school." 

The special interest and enjoy- 
ment they get from teaching their 
children was mentioned by both 
families, ‘‘but it also has its 
problems,"' said Monshor. This isn’t 
something he would go around 
advocating for everyone, he said. 
“It takes a lot of time. A whole lot.’’ 

Their children’s lessons are 
prepared by a nationally known 
academy. The curriculum was 
teviewed by Ed Snyder, Boyne City 
elementary school principal. And at 
intervals a certified teacher from the 
public school checks on the progress 
of the children. 

How does all this affect Bowman 
and Monshor's interest in the public 
school? ‘‘Look at the record,"’ said 
Bowman. Monshor said he had 
offered the idea of long range goals 
in achieving accreditation and 
raising test scores. 

They said the priorities of their 
own lives were not something to 
impose on the school. ‘‘We’'re not 
attempting to preach at anyone." 

The school board would not com- 
ment on the recall proposal, wish- 
ing to remain neutral. The school 
administration has also taken a 
neutral position. 

A second petition proposal was 
presented to the board tne same 
night, supporting the two board 
members,

a splendid boating lake with access 
to Lake Michigan and has excel- 
lent fishing. 

With 27 square miles of surface 
area and 60 miles of shoreline, the 
jake contains Atlantic and coho 
salmon, bluegills, lake trout, 
rainbow trout, brook trout, as well 
as northern pike, rock bass, small- 
mouth bass, smelt, walleye, and 
yellow perch. 

Overall, said Bricker, the lake is 
in good to excellent condition, and 
supports some unusual characteris- 
tics. It is one of only 15 lakes in the 
lower peninsula that supports a 
breeding population of lake trout, 
and the water is clean enough to 
have pontoporeia, a crustacean that 
looks like a shrimp and is a very 
important food source for the fish. 

Bricker then pointed out some of 
the areas of concern about the lake. 
Pollution from run-off and soil ero- 
sion, septic systems, fertilizers and 
high phosphorus concentrations 
coming from waste water treatment 
plants, and the Jordan River Fish 
Hatchery. 

He also said that a trend has 
developed in that the lake is losing 
clarity according to tests that have 
been done over the past several 
years. 

He continued to say that the lake 
is very susceptible to pollution 
because of the phosphorus coming 
into the lake and that it takes up to 
three years for the lake to flush 
water through it out to Lake Mich- 
igan. The long time means that 
algae has a longer time to build up 
than many of the other lakes in the 
area, 

He added that because of the 
length of the shoreline around the 
lake, there will be more impact from 
human activity as the lake is devel- 
oped more in the future. 


_.... He ended up his presentation with 


a plea that the planners who will be 
looking to provide a plan for the lake 
include a comprehensive lake water 
quality survey when they begin their 
planning. 

Charlevoix County planner Larry 
Sullivan told the municipal and 
township officials some of the cur- 
rent and future demands that he 
sees coming for the lake. 

‘‘We are soon to be faced with 
massive development throughout 
the county and especially the lake 
area,’’ he told the audience. 

Sullivan said that as the fishing 
industry grows in importance, their 
may be as many as 500 boats from 
other areas on the lake as well as 100 
charter boats. 

He said that the county is going to 
have to, provide launching facilities, 
off lake parking areas, fish cleaning 
facilities and waste removal plans. 

He expects that the county will

see a 50 percent increase in resi- 
dential development that is going to 
cause the county to upgrade roads. 
The planners for each area will have 
to be able to control the develop- 
ment, plan where it is going to be 
located for the good of the county. 

Tom Wieland, of the Charlevoix 
County Planning Commission, then 
addressed the group telling them of 
a proposed Lake Charlevoix 
management plan that the county 
has been working on and how the 
plan could be developed. 

He asked that the townships and 
municipalities each appoint a person, 
who could be a member of the 
advisory committee so that all areas 
of the county will have represen- 
tation. 

He then charged that future com- 
mittee to develop a general policy 
statement, to make a survey to 
determine the citizens’ and the 
tourists’ needs on the lake, to collect 
the existing data, analyze the results 
and finally, develop a usage plan for 
the county. 

‘‘We are not going to say no to 
development, but try to steer devel- 
opment into the best way to serve all 
the varied interests,’’ he concluded. 

Dr. John Hall, representing the 
Lake Charlevoix Property Owners 
Association, then asked that the 
future committee should look at the 
problems and the solutions with 
perspective, so that they can see 
what's going on: faith, but not blind 
faith in their considerations for the 
lake; esthetics as to what the lake 
should look like to many of the 
people who will be moving to, living 
in and visiting the area. They should 
have sensitivity and ask that the 
developers and the citizens look 20 
years down the road in their 
planning considerations. 

He added that he hopes the 


. committee will darg to be innova- 


tive for all concerned and that the 
townships, the cities, and the county 
will work together to develop the 
best plan possible for the lake. 

The committee will get all the 
help it needs, according to state- 
ments made by Jim Cleary from the 
DNR. Gordon Geyer, the head of the 
Michigan State Extension Service 
said that his department stands 
ready to provide all it can to help the 
plan. 

Both men told the audience that 
this area has the greatest potential 
of any area in the state, and that the’ 
citizens of the county should be 


willing to put aside local differences - 
to develop a plan before the lake has - 


serious problems with usage. 
Boyne City manager Randy Fryk- 
berg added a comment to the 
evening by saying that planned 
growth is the key. ‘‘By taking a 
stand now and not after the fact.'’

Beware of DSS imposters, 
Sheriff Lasater says 


Recent attempts to 
kidnap or molest child- 
ren by imposters pos- 
ing as Children’s Pro- 
tective Service workers 
from the Michigan De- 
partment of Social Ser- 
vices (DSS) have been 
made in eight counties. 

Charlevoix County 
Sheriff Lasater urges 
residents to treat un- 
known individuals 
claiming to be from 
DSS with caution. 

“Tf you are visited by 
a Children’s Protective 
Service worker or any 
one else you do not 
know, do not let them 
into your home until 
you check them out,’’ 
instructs Sheriff Las- 
ater. 

“First, call your 
local DSS office and 
give authorities a phys- 
ical description of the 
worker as well as the 
worker’s name,’’ he 
advises. ‘‘If you are 
suspicious about the

person, immediately 
call us or your local 
police. Second, get a 
good description of 
their car and especially 
the license plate num- 
ber.’’ 

Sheriff Lasater also 
cautions residents to 
keep their doors 
locked. ‘‘In one case, 
an imposter went 
around to other doors 
in the home trying to 
get in, and there were 
three small children at 
home.

MEETING. Mr. Sullivan was also 
directed to prepare the program 
agenda and to structure and organ- 
ize the development planning com- 
mittee which ultimately will have 
the responsibility of addressing the 
lake’s growth problems. Mr. Sulli- 
van in turn hag enlisted the support 
of Rod Cortright, county extension 
director, to assist him during the 
preliminary stages and he will also 
serve as moderator for the informa- 
tional program, scheduled to last 45 
minutes after dinner. 

FACT 3: Members of the press 
and TV have been invited so that all 
aspects of the dinner cruise will be 
open for public scrutiny. 

FACT 4: The Tip of the Mitt 
Watershed Council is a nonprofit 
impartial environmental organiza- 
tion commissioned by LCA and 
WATCH for research and advisory 
purposes. They will participate in 
the informational program in pres- 
enting research data and other facts 
accumulated over years of study of 
Lake Charlevoix. Their informa- 
tional input is under the control and 
direction of Mr. Sullivan. The writer 
will not participate at all in the 
program. Dr. John Hall, vice-pres- 
ident of LCA will address the 
audience for 10 minutes, addres- 
sing his remarks to defining lake 
problems which will have to be 


addressed as the lake growth 
accelerates. 
FACT §&: WATCH's contribution 


has been and remains that of provid- 
ing a catalyst to getting a lake 
development plan inaugurated. To 
do this a method of getting approx- 
imately 90 elected and appointed 
county, city, and township officials 
together at one place at one time 
was needed. A dinner boat cruise 
was chosen as it is a magnet 
attraction on the very lake we are 
concerned with. Obviously, criticism 
would be leveled at the authorities if 
county money was used for this 
purpose, so LCA and WATCH are 
funding the trip as a_ public 
service. WATCH will continue to be 
supportive of the lake development 
committee when it is appointed. 
This support will take the form of 
finding additional funding to the 
county both internally as well as 
seeding funding grants from the 
private sector. 

FACT 6: To date there has been 
very limited discussion as to the 
structure and membership composi- 
tion of the lake development com- 
mittee, other than there should be 
representation from each of the 
seven townships fronting the lake

and equal representation for 
environmental and business (dev- 
elopers) interests. This decision will 
properly be made by Mr. Sullivan, 
the county planner. 

Now as to your allegation that 
WATCH is ‘‘anti-growth,’’ ‘‘anti- 
developer,’’ and that we consider 
developers as ‘‘the enemy.”’ I would 
ask you to produce one shred of 
evidence to support such an irres- 
ponsible set of accusations. 
WATCH, Inc. is on record in the 
public press and by letter as endors- 
ing growth in Charlevoix County, 
which we believe to be imminent 
during the next decade. Our only 
publicly stated concern is that it be a 
planned growth that will not 
impinge unfavorably on the inte- 
grity of Lake Charlevoix or other- 
wise degrade the ecological and 
environmental ambience of this 
area. We believe it is eminently 
possible to do this, and is exactly 
why we are working for a Lake 
Charlevoix Development Plan with 
all interests represented, including 
developers. 

Further, with reference to your 
“off the wall’’ statements regarding 
our alleged ‘‘anti-developer’’ 
stance, it is difficult for me to assess 
where you are coming from on that 
one. I consider real estate develop- 
ment as a reputable and respon- 
sible commercial business in much 
the same context that I view other 
industries or profit oriented organ- 
izations operating in our free enter- 
prise system. 

Nevertheless, I am not so naive as 
to believe that the real estate bus- 
iness does not have its unscrupu- 
lous and irresponsible operators just 
as any other business enterprise has 
its share. 

The best protection against real 
estate projects having disastrous 
ecological effects is to have respon- 
sible developers represented on the 
lake development committee. They 
are knowledgeable and can provide 
valuable guidance and input to 
committee members and can also 
provide a valuable service in 
protecting the county from those in 
their own business who from back- 
ground and experience they con- 
sider suspect. It would be counter 
productive for WATCH to create an 
‘adversary relationship’’ between 
fellow committee members who are 
attempting to protect the interests of 
all parties involved. 

Charlevoix area residents should 
be aware that Lake Charlevoix has 
already been identified by many 
distinguished limnologists as an 
extremely ‘‘fragile’’ lake, despite its 
being the third largest inland lake in 
Michigan. [t is a ‘‘magnet’’ at- 
traction in the county and core to the 
economic health and well-being of 
its citizens, apart from its aesthe- 
tic beauty. 

In closing I do agree with one 
point in your letter, that it is 
necessary for all involved to work 
together and to be honest, civil, 
open and respectful of the other 
fellow’s views and opinions.

The regulators’ 
failure to regulate LP- 
Gas pressure within 
allowable levels can 
occur when an internal 
mechanical component 
in the regulator fails. 
Fire and explosion can 
occur and result in sev- 
ere property damage, 


personal injury or 
death. RegO has repor- 
ted fourteen incidents 
to the CPSC that 
resulted in property 
damage, three of which 
incolved personal 
injury. 

Consumers having
